“That anything remains of the ca-

LONDON, Sept. 29, 9:05 p.m.—The

R. C. Hawkin, who has just returned 
from Belgium, where he completed 
arrangeme@nts to transfer a numbcr 
of wounded Belgian soldiers to Eng- 
land. 

“The situation in Brussels is one of 
great uncertainty,” sald Mr. Hawkin 
tonight. ““‘There is the gravest danger 
of starvation. Food is scarce and 
180,000 people are applying for ra- 
tions which the German administra- 
tion is finding it difficult to supplv. 
There is the further danger that the 
workingmen of the city may rise in 


. Hawkin was greatly impressed 
by the spirit of the Belgian troops at 
Antwerp. Regarding conditions there, 
he said: 

‘Every night a sortie is made and 
every morning brings its quota of dead 
and wounded, sometimes as many as 
1000, making a heavy drain on the 
garrison; but the usefulness of these 
expeditions cannot be exaggerated. 
The German outposts are reported as 
almost terrorized, not a night pass- 
ing without some of them being 
picked off or some of their supply 
trains being blown wp. All these incl- 
dents tend to upset the  carefully- 
planned arrangements of the German 
army. The Belgians at Antwerp have 
been nicknamed ‘The Black Rats,’ 
on account of their destructive noc- 
turnal activities. 

“It is remarkable that in spite of 
the vigor of the military operations 
the greater proportion, both of killed 
and wounded, are civilians. The Ger- 
mans undoubtedly have tried to strike 
terror to the hearts of the people of 
Antwerp in order that their deter- 
mination to hold out tothe end might 
be shattered, but the firm resolve of 
King Albert to resist all German of- 
ficers has endeared him to the hearts 
of his people and they are content to 
follow his lead. This was shown when 
His Majesty refused even to receive 
the last German deputation,” 

Mr. Hawkin added that the Ant- 
werp hospitals were full, and the 
fact that the Germans with the oc- 
cupation of Brussels had annexed the 
Relgian Red Cross organization, in- 
eluding its funds, left its Red Cross 
branches in great difficulty. 

“onsequently the Belgian govern- 
ment gladly accepted the proposal 
that convalescent wounded soldiers 
who, owing to the nature of their in- 
juries, would be unable to rejoin the 
colors, should be brought to Eng- 
land.

NEUTRALITY AS NONSENSE. 
Lovis Botha is Reported to Have 
Said it to the Boers—Emphasizes 
Necessity of Loyalty to England. 
‘BY ATLANTIC CARLE AND A. P.] 
LONDON, Sept. 29, 2:45 a.m.—A 
dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram Com- 
pany from Cape Town says that in 
the course of a speech to 6000 peo- 
ple at the bank, in the Transvaal, 
Louis Botha, Premier of South Africa, 


emphasized the necessity of loyalty 
to the British empire. 

Declaring that the policy of neutral- 
ity was absolute nonsense, he pointed 
out that if a German warship came 
to Durban ‘and imposed a levy of 
5,000,000 pounds sterling on them it 
would help the people very little to 
say that they were neutral. 

Gen. Botha said that he was 
animated through a sincere love of 
his people and wished to pu’ the ques- 
tion truly before them. ‘There were 
only two courses open, first, loyalty 
and help, and second, disloyalty and 
treason. They was no middle course. 

The German tortoise, Gen. Botha 
went on to say, had for once stuck 
its head too far out and was in grave 
danger of being trodden on. 

He fustified the exportation of 
South Africahs to support the imperial 
government. He said he had in- 
formation. regarding German ambi- 
tions c)ncerning South. Africa which 
would make the hair of his hearers 
stand on end. The fact of the mat- 
ter was that the German Emperor 
wanted to go down to posterity as a 
second Napoleon. Incidentally he 
wanted a place to send Germany's sur- 
plus population and South Africa ap- 
pealed to him as a suitable place. 

The speech was received by the 
Boers with cheers and a resolution on 
confidence in Gen. Botha was carried 
by acclamation.

FOR A PERMANENT PEACE 
HOPE OF ENGLAND.

ONDON, Sept. 29,—Since Presi- 
L dent Wilson made his statement 

that peace overtures were prema- 
ture at this time, English officials 
have felt reassured and they now ex- 


press confidence that the United States 
will, at the proper time, exert its g£00d 
offices to bring the war to a close un- 
der conditions insuring a permanent 
peace in Europe.

TIMES MAN ON THE WAR. 


Says Final V on Aisne will 
be Decided by the Courage of the 
Infantry.

LONDON, Sept. 29, 8 a.m.—In his 


‘review of the situation of the battle 


in Northern France, the Paris cor- 


respondent of the Times says: 

“The French left continues to 
make progress. On the other hand, 
the Germans have attained no ap- 
preciable advantage from their suc- 
cess of the heights of the Meuse. The 
breach they made is too narrow ta 
permit of the passage of the Meuse by 
forces in sufficient numbers. 

“Nothing decisive has yet occurred 


but the scanty news available {Is cer- 


tainly to the advantage of the allies 
rather than to the enemy. The 
furious battle of the Aisne is a sol- 
dier’s battle in the sense that ground 
is won and the final victory must be 
attained by the courage and tenacity 
of the infantry. On no point along 
the gigantic line has the Anglo- 
French wall been pierced. 

“The German center still holds 
strongly. In fact it seems clear as 
pointed out by Col. Rousset, the mili- 
tary critic of the Liberte, that the 
Germans have received orders to 
break through the French line any- 
where and at any cost. The Russian 
steam roller has come too close to be 
ny longer and & is felt 


by the German general staff that a 
decisive success must be won against 
the allies In the western theater of 
war in order that Germany may be 
able to turn its attention, with some 
assurance, to the victorious advance 
of the Russians. 

“The enemy continues to fight with 
great fury at certain points of the 
line, though the action is generally 
less intense along the immense battle 
front. The narrow strip of territory 
which they succeeded in gaining as 
the result of violent attacks was im- 
mediately rewon by the allies, who 
captured cannon, prisoners and flags.”

\CITY’S “ICE MAN” 


FOR YEARS DIES. 


WELL-KNOWN CAPITALIST WAS 
IN BUSINESS HERE FOR 
QUARTER-CE N T U RY. 


John Cashin, "49er and one of 
the organizers and long a director 
of both the National Ice and Cold 
Storage Company and the Union Ice 
Company, died in San Francisco yes- 
terday morning, aged 87 years. 
Though never a resident of this city, 
Mr. Cashin’s activity in business mat- 
ters here had extended over a quar- 
ter of a century, and, until some years 
ago, he was accustomed to make reg- 
ular trips to this city. ° 

Born in Ireland, Mr. Cashin came 
around the Horn in a sailing vessel 
in 1849, bound, with many other 
Irish emigrants, for the gold fields. 
After mining for a number of years 
in this State, Mr. Cashin transferred 
his, activities to the Comstock at the 
inception of the “boom.” Later he 
mined in Idaho and still later went 
into the cattle business on an ex- 
ere scale in the Sacramento Val- 
ey. 

Something over twenty-five years 
ago he embarked in the ice business 
on a small scale in San Francisco. 
The business prospered and lead to 
the founding of the National Ice and 
Cold Storage Company in this city in 
partnership with Joseph Martin, 
Nicholas Olandt and John A. Buck. 
The same men afterwards started the 
Union Ice Company. The first con- 
cern was sold to an English syndi- 
cate some years ago and Mr. Cashin 


thereupon retired from active busi- 
ness life. 

Besides his widow. Mr. 
leaves the following children: J. O. 
Cashin, division superintendent, and

“Dry,” Besides Destroying 
and Throwing Seventy-five 
ment, Would Check Touris 


issioner Says California 
Immense Grape Business 
Thousand Out of Employ- 
t Traffic. 


SSERTING that there is growing 

alarm among the owners of Cal- , 

ifornia’s large tourist hotels as to 
the inestimable injury which the 
tourist business in this State would 
suffer next season and the radical 
diminishing of the attendance at the 
San Francisco and San Diego exposi- 
tions if State prohibition should be 
voted in November, State Viticultural 
Commissioner H. F. Stoll arrived in 
Los Angeles yesterday from the north 
to confer with Secundo Guasti, the 
largest vineyard owner in Southern 
California. 

Mr. Stoll added that it is now ex- 
pected California will receive next 
year much of the enormous Ameri- 
can tourist exodus which in _ past 
years flooded Europe, but which is 
now forced to seek elsewhere for 
winter and summer resorts, owing to 
the war abroad. 

Of the $200,000,000 ordinarily spent 
every summer across the water by 
pl ure-seeking Americans, Califor- 
nia will undoubtedly share the largest 
amount during the exposition year, 
providing that there is no serious hin- 
drance to their coming, such as the 
drastic State prohibition forbidding 
the serving of wine or any alcoholic 
beverage with meals at cafes and 
hotels. 

So deeply concerned are certain of 
the managers of large hotels that ‘they 


of perishable produce and other sup- 
plies purchased every year from sur- 
rounding growers and merchants, the 
totals amounting to hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. With the passing of 
the prohibition law, these managers 
declare, they absolutely would be 
forced to close their doors for 
lack of patronage, as the ma- 
jority of travelers, especially those 
who have hitherto visited Eu- 
rope, demand wine served with their 
meals. In this event growers of prod- 
uce and fruits, producers of fresh 
meats, poultry, eggs, cheese and but- 
ter, would permanently lose _ their 
present ready markets. 
WIPE IT ALL OUT? 
“Californians do not realize the 


terrible seriousness of the threatened 
blow to prosperity their State would 
receive if this amendment carried,” 
said Commissioner Stoll. “Figures 
have been quoted from time to time 
by the press throughout the State 
showing the immense value of viti- 
culture in California, but the possibil- 
ity of a vast business being totally 
wiped out of existence in a moment's 
time inspires me to refer again to 
the figures which attest to the gigan- 
tic extent and value of the wine and 
raisin industry flourishing here. 

“In California there are 330,000 
acres of land devoted to grapevines: 
170,000 of these acres are planted to 
wine grapes, 110,000 to raisin grapes

From a matter of form they became 
a very real agency when agents of the 
Sheriff's .ffice called at the Colton 
ranch and attempted to get posses- 
sion of it because certain interest and 
payments on the deed and note were 
not made.

In the complaint; Col. Woodford 
repcrts that. he does not think that 
Ray Zug ever had the deed and note 
in his possession or ever saw 
them or knew that they were in ex- 
istence for several weeks after the 
execution. It is alleged that Mr. Zug 
was a dummy in the transaction. _ 

The transfer of the property did 
not occur until June 15, according to 
the records, and the indorsement of 
the deed and note from Zug to Mary 
E. Peck carries the date May 26, some 
two weeks tn advance, when the pa- 
pers were still in escrow. 

Miss Mary Peck then transferred 
the papers to W. B. Wilson on May 
27, still two weeks »efore the trans- 
fer of the property. it is charged that 
Wilson took the deed and note to sat- 
isty a $3000 debt owed him by Leon 
Fighiera, Miss Peck’s employer. 

SEEK TO DISPOSSESS. 


It was Wilson that sought to dis- 
possess Col. Woodford for alleged non- 
payment of the note and public notice 
was printed that the trust company 
would sell the Colton orange grove on 
October. 24, to satisfv the deed and 
note. Because of additional expense 
in the collection charges and costs, 
$2000 has been added to the original 
claim and $22,000 is now demanded. 

Through Attorney Vaughan, Col. 
Woodford asks the court to declare 
the deed and note null and void, that 
the defendants produce them and that 
the defendants be enjoined from sell- 
ing the property. 

Until the courts take some action, 
Col. Woodford will remain on the 
Colton property to defend it against 
any attempt to take possession.

OV. HIRAM JOHNSON, “well 
G known in California,” has fallen 

upon evil days. Those who know 
him best are beginning to tell what 
they know. He is in bad with the 


Progressives, especially those outside 
of California—and also with the 
Francis Heney followers in California. 

George Creel, a rather pestiferous 
préfessional reformer himself and 
sometimes known as Blanche Bates's 
husband, is sponsor for an article in 
this month’s Everybody's / Magazine 
.Which says “crool words” about the 
Governor. Creel is Progressive, so 
everlasting Progressive that he ap- 
proximates anarchism at times. But 
Creel knows Hiram Johnson and has 
an intimate acquaintanceship with 
Hiram Johnson's personal friends. 

, And what Creel says of Gov. John- 
eon is to be taken with confidence. 
Creel knows him. Creel is not afraid 
of him. The article is well worth 
reading. 

JOHNSON’S LOVE OF FEES. 

Where was Hiram, Creel asks, when 
California was struggling with its 
problems in the days between 1902 
and 19087 Johnson, he tells us, “was 
never at any time a Peter the Hermit 
or an Ossawatomie Brown, but always 
the full-paunched lawyer with the 
fishy eye of calculation.” Johnson 
was not with the people then-—he was 
collecting fees. 

Johnson's greed for fees is notori- 
ous. Creel does not tell of the out-

Dailsell Brown, bank looter, but Creel 
does tell “that it was to Johnson that 
Langdon turned when Heney asked 
geome local lawyer to prepare papers 
inthe graft prosecution.

JOHNSON HATED WOMAN 


And now that Johnson is appea!- 
ing to the women toe support him, now 
that he is telling them how much he 
44 for them, it is interesting to read 
what the inside facts of the matter 
were. Creel says that Johnson did 
not want the women to have equal 
suffrage in California. 

“True to type,” Creel writes, “he 
hated equal suffrage, and because 
divided public sentiment made it safe 
for him to do so, he spoke no word 
for it to the Legislature nor mentioned 
it In a single speech when the amend- 
ment went to the people.” 

JOHNSON WHOLLY SELFISH. 

And now follows the analysis of 
Gov. Johnson's character and of bis 
treatment toward his associates: ‘‘Tie 
deeper one goes into his public career, 
the closer he is approached, the 
clearer comes this quality of absolute 
self-centeredness. Behind every ac- 
tion an indomitable selfishness is seen 
lying in cold coils. 

TRIES THE ROOSEVELT POSE. 

“He tries hard for the Roosevelt 
pose, but a sedentary habit precludes 
the physical boisterousness that en- 
abies Roosevelt to secure effects of in- 
terest and enthusiasm, and the result 
is @ public attitude like that 6f the 
lord of the manor mingling with the 
tenantry. At many turns he is seen 
te prefer subordinates to associates, 
and his most obvious characteristics 
would seem to be a colossal vanity 
‘that feeds on grossest flatteries, and 
envies that consume him like a fever. 

“Francis J. Heney of all men would 
geem to deserve well at the hands of 

Johnson, yet hates him rancor- 
oualy.”’ 

JOHNSON FIGHTS HENEY. 


Cree] then relates how, during the 
1910 campaign, Johnson, trembling 
with hate and fear of Heney, sent 
Heney a document of which the fol- 
lowing is the essence: “The Johnson 

Hey is now one of conciliation. We 

ve the ultra-reformers with us and 
our job is to get the other fellows. 
You've done everything you could, 
end your presence now would only 
irritate the reactionaries we are try- 
ing to win over. Of course, we appre- 
elate your noble work in the. past, 
and sincerely hope that some day wil! 
witness reward for all your suffer- 
ings. But keep out ef California ‘or

“It was true that Johnson wanted 
to carry water on both shoulders, but 
the deeper reason was his hot desire 
to shove Heney out of the limelight.

NEWLY - ARRIVED “TOURISTS” 
NOT AT ALL ANXIOUS TO 
ACCEPT WORK. 


The Municipal Employment Bureau 
has become the Mecca of hundreds of 
newly-arrived “tourists’’ from all parts 
of the United States, who have come 


with the intention of remaining in Los 
Angeles. Registrations within the past 
two weeks have suddenly jumped 
from an average of thirty a day to 
105 a day. 

Taking twenty-five applications at 
random of men who had just signed 
up, Manager W. Cunningham 
showed yesterday that eleven men had 
lived here as long as one year and 
fourteen a shorter time. Eight of the 
latter have been residents only a few 
days. Despite the fact that some of 
them are almost penniless they insist 
that they must have work in their 
own trade, refusing ordinary labor 
and preferring to become city char- 
itable charges. 

“Winter months always bring a big 
floating population and it would be an 
excellent thing if the city government 
would plan its road work, park im- 
provements and other developments 
through this seagon, ratlier than at the 
height of the summer, wheg» it is dif- 
ficult to find enough men,” said Man- 
ager Cunningham. “This would give 
assistance when it is most needed and 
decrease the number of persons who 
must depend on the Municipal Chari. 
tiles Commission for support.”

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“THE MYSTERY OF GOLD. 


BY WALTER J. BALLARD, 

For a long time the experts in the fleld 
of finance, especially those who write for 
the daily papers, were puzzled extremely 
over the steady output of gold to Europe 
at a time when there was no occasion for 
it, according to 
perience. 

Of course, everyone knew that the Bank 
of France was buying a good deal of gold, 
but it was thought to be on account of 
the need of bracing the security of the 
bank, in view of the tremendous calls on 
that institution for public loane which it 
must underwrite and dispose of and mean- 
while carry 
the securities which it took at the request 
of government. 

Now we find that the hoarding of gold 
in Europe has plainly been part of the 
scheme for increasing national defense. 
While fortresses were necessary and the 
best of artillery and musketry and of other 
things that men use in making war, there 
was necessity for putting up a foundation 
of gold which should operate as a producer 
of credit when the pinch should come for 
money. 

The result was that the Bank of France 
fortified itself far more strongly than did 
the Bank of England, and the 
many followed the same course as the 
French bank, since we find that the stock 
of gold owned by the German government 
increased in the last few years from a 
value of $194,000,000 to $336,000,000, says 
the Evening News of Buffalo. 

It is popularly expected that the gold 
shall be paid out as fast as called for and 
then take chances on paper money, but the 
plan, rather, is to issue currency, holding 
the gold in the pul ic vaults as security 
for the redemption of that currency, just 
like our gold certificates and our siver cer- 
tificates. 

Germany is not one of the countries 
which has been regarded as able to make 
large loans to government. In fact, the 
moment the Kaiser called for $1,250,000,060 
for use in the war, much speculation arose 
as to where he would get the money. 
French and English markets are closed. 

The American stock exchanges are 


‘closed, and it would seem as if the Kaiser

Viewed in the late September sunshine, 
the green sweep of upland from the base of 
the San Bernardino Mountains to the county 
line of Los Angeles is one of the most peace 
ful and inspiring scenes of pastoral simplic- 
ity to be found anywhere in the fair domain’ 
of California.

belt of the Southwest. I wish that every- | 


one who feels a bitter longing in his heart 
or a stern call of duty in his soul to wipe 
out by legislation this sweet smiling valley 
of the grape could see it, as I saw it, at the 
height of the harvest season, under the soft 
September sunshine. | 

The fulminations against the “demon 
rum,” the “liquor fiend,” and “King Alcohol” 
somehow seemed strangely foreign and un- 
real among the picturesque surroundings 
where the vineyards are tended by a quiet, 
industrious population and the great wine- 
ries are thronged with clean and sober 
workingmen. 

Here in San Bernardino county are 12,000 
acres of solid vineyard; over in Riverside 
county is another section almost as large 
devoted to grape culture. For the loose 


_gandy land is especially adapted to this 


product. Nothing could: replace the grape 
vine over this large range of country. No 
other soil crop could bring such satisfac- 
tory results. And when I say this I do not 
speak of the financial side only; I refer to 
the happiness and contentment and har- 


_ mony everywhere discernible among both 


the employers and the employed. 

To some it may sound paradoxical, but 
the heart of the wine industry is none the 
less the haven of sober and industrious peo- 
ple in happy homes.

CALL OF SWISS. 


WAR VICTIMS SUFFERING FROM 
LACK OF MONEY. 


Legation at Washington, D. C., Is- 
sues Request Received Here Call- 
ing for Contributions, Stating that 
the Fatherland is in Danger. 
Workers will Start Out Shortly. 


The Swiss government, threugh the 
office of the Minister to the United 
States at Washington, has sent out a 
country-wide appeal for money for 
her war sufferers. Lists have just 
been received in Southern California 
from Consul John Freular of San 
Francisco, by those delegated to as- 
Sist In raising a fund here, and Mrs. 
L. Ducommum has been placed in 
charge of the work. Those who are 
assisting are required to present offi- 
clal lists as proper credentials. 

The raising of funds is well under 
way in other sections of the country. 
In San Francisco about $850 has been 
collected, and about $1500 is in 
sight. It is hoped to collect an equal 
amount in this section. 
The appeal sent out from the Swiss 
Legation at Washington follows: 

“To Our Countrymen: 
“The Fatherland is in danger! 
What sentiments are waked in the 


hearts of the Swiss overseas by these 
few words! Our country suffers! 

“The first thought that comes to 
each one of us ts ‘How can I help?’ 
A large number of Swiss-Americans 
have already returned home to take 
their places in the ranks ag officers or 
non-commissioned officers. The wun- 
married men have left, filled with fire 
and enthusiasm, but many also are 
the men of affairs and especially the 


fathers of tarilies, who g0 with 
heavy hearts. 
“There are more than 200,000 


Swiss still in the United States. It is 
comforting to see that each is ready 
to tender the hand of friendship. 
During the last week, three vessels, 
each carrying about 250,000 bushels 
of wheat, destined for Switzerland, 
have left the United States. 

“Already, the heavy hand of want 
for means of existence, is making it- 


a complete stoppage of business, re- 
sulting in the loss of millions of our 
nation’s wealth, the destruction of 
our prosperity.” 
The cost of the present army on its 
war footing entails an expenditure of 
1,150,000 francs a day, or more than 
45,000,000 francs a month, while 
Switzerland’s principal source of rev- 
enue, her customs duties, does not 
bring her in more than 80,000,000 
francs annually, it is stated.

fine table varieties. At $200 an acre 
these vineyards represent an aggre- 
gate value of some $66,000,000. When 
packing-houses, other equipment and 
700-odd wineries of the State are ad4- 
ed, a total valuation of approximately 
$150,000,000 is found to be the in- 
vestment in our viticultural industry. 

“The annual output from Califor- 
nia vineyards may be summed up 
about as follows: Last year there 
were 6363 carloads of table grapes 
shipped out of California and 1000 
carloads consumed at home, making 
in all about $6,994,850 gross received 
by growers. Of raisins produced dur- 
ing the past vintage season there 
were 129,074,410 pounds, worth 
$4,840,275. The wine output for 1913 
totaled over 42,000,000 gallons, and 


worth about $15,000,000. Adding the 
whole output of the vineyards it will 
show a grand total of $30.000,000 re- 
turn to this State. | 

“Finally the most important con- 
sideration attached to this great in- 
dustry is the population engaged in 
it. More than 75,000 persons are 
today directly dependent on this in- 
dustry, most of them of the laboring 
type, who, if thrown out of employ- 
ment in the present labor condition of 
the State, would become a puypblic 
charge.” 


MENACING IMMIGRATION, 


After strongly concurring with all 
of Commissioner Stoll’'s statements, 
Secundo Guasti, who has the distinc- 
tion of being the principal owner of 
the largest vineyard in the world, lo- 
cated in San Bernardino county, spoke 
on the effect which prohibition of the 
production and sale of wine in Cali- 


gration to the State. 

Mr. Guasti declared that there is a 
vast amount of hilly and slightly 
mountainous land in California which 
is by nature perfectly adapted to the 
cultivation of wine grapes and is of 
little or no value for other products. 
“The thrift and energy coupled with 
the natural capability of the foreign 
immigrant have and will continue to 
develop this reclaimed land from des- 
ert tracts to fruitful vineyard, thus 
adding materially to California's stu- 
pendous agricultural wealth,” he 
said.

land for investment and develop- 
ment.”

Two Women Passengers on South- 

ern Pacific Train Swoon as Smoke 

Wreathes Coaches at Newhall. 

Fumes of the smoke folds that 
wreathed a Southern Pacific passen- 
ger train as it passed through the 
Newhall tunrel last night overcame 
two passengers, Mrs. H. D. Diamond 
of Elizabeth Lake, and Mrs. Lydia 
King, Riverside. Assistance was given 
them on the train, but their condi- 
tion was so distressing that they were 
taken to the Crocker-street Hospital 
as soon as the train arrived here. 

Both of the victims were invalids, 
and because of their afflictions unable 
to overcome the gases that congre- 
gate in the long tunnel during the 
passage of a train.

coast-to-coast 
water traffic which would result with 
the opening of the Panama Canal. 
Recognizing the low operating costs 
per ton of the steamship concerns, 
compared to the railroad companies, 
the commission sanctioned higher 
rates to interior points than to ter- 
minal points based on a sliding or 
percentage scale—-25 per cent. higher 
from Atlantic Coast territory, 15 per 
cent. additional from  Cincinnati-De- 
troit territory, and 7 per cent. from 
Missouri River points. 

Unfortunately, as Mr. Gregson 
points out, the commission did not 
foresee that the steamship companies 
would voluntarily reduce their rates 
from 10 to 50 per cent. following the 
opening of the big ditch. Consequent- 
ly that body's decision has created a 
dilemma that the railroads are re- 
luctant to meet, though not unmoved 
by the spectacle of the rapid diminu- 
tion of their transcontinental freight 
business in response to the siren call 
of low water rates. 
“There are three vessels In the har- 
bor today,” said Mr. Gregson, “with 
2200 tons of eastern freight for Los 
Angeles. This is 150 carloads of 


twenty tons each, or eight trainloads. 
_Much of this freight formerly went 


by rail. Basing my estimate on the 
relative increase in water traffic since 
the canal opened, predict that, 
within one year, unless the railroads 
are given relief, 50 to 75 per cent. of 
the freight that formerly moved in 
and out of here by rail, or roughly 
250,000 tons a year, will be handled 
by water.

But 
it does object to a starvation of the 
railroad companies that must even- 
tually result in reduction in operating 
forces because: there are fewer trains 
to run. 

“Take San Bernardino, for instance. 
Its railroad pay roll amounts to $150,- 
000 a month. Cut the rail traffic in 
half and it is reduced to $75,000 a 
month. The result will be that the 
buying level of that city will fall, and 
all for what? Simply because some 
persons cannot see that a penny saved 
on freight may be a saving that will 
operate to starve the railroads, and 
with them the country. 

“My prediction is that, unless the 
railroads are granted relief, the pay 
rolls of division points in the terri- 
tory served by the Ogden, Albuquerque 
and FE! Paso gateways, or, roughly, the 
great Southwest, will within a year 
fall from $3,000,000 a month to 
$1,500,000. The reason—freight gone 
to the steamship lines, fewer freight 
trains, and fewer men employed. Also

JEROME TRAVERS STATES 
VALUE OF THE PUTTER. 


Winner of Many Amateur Championships Differs 
With Other Experts—Where Big Victories Are Won 
and Lost—The Weakness of Chick Evans Lies in 
His Poor Putting—Ouimet Is Complimented. 


EROME D. TRAVERS, who has 
J won the amateur golf champion- 
ship of the United States several 
times, estimates that the value of the 
putter ig 45 per cent. He arrives at 
this conclusion in the course of an in- 
teresting article printed in the Amefi- 
can Magazine. The average golfer, he 
Says, starts out with seven clubs. If 
these clubs were of equal value each 
would represent a playing usefulness 
of about 14 per cent. But this is 
where the system cracks. es 
“There is one club in the bag,” 
writes Mr. Travers, “that has a great- 
er value than 14 per cent. It is the 
shortest, lightest and smallest club of 
the entire lot, the simplest and yet 
the hardest to play, the club that 
many unknowns can handle well and 


yet a club that baffies an Evans and 
a Vardon from one year into another. 
I refer to the putter, and I put its 
playing value at 45 per cent. as against 
55 per cent. for the remaining six, 
seven or eight clubs needed for the 
round. 

“Forty-five per cent. is too high a 
rating for any one club, a number of 
experts have said to me; but if I have 
made a tmistake here, it is on the 
short side. I only wish some of those 
who underrate the tremendous value 
of the putter had been at Brookline 
last September when the open cham- 
pionship of America was at stake. If 
they had, they would have gone well 
beyond mv computation and put the 
value of the putter at 75 per cent. 
Alec Smith, the well-known profes- 
sional, kept track of different scores 
turned in through this tournament, 
and he figures that of every 100 shots 
played, seventy-five were taken on the 
putting green. It was no uncommon 
sight to see crack golfers reach greens 
over 400 yards away in two perfectly 
played shots, and then scatter three 
or four putts all over the green before 
the bottom of the cup was reached. 
I saw one crack professional get with- 
in four feet of a 400-yard hole in two 
shots and finally get down in six.” 


WHAT CHICK EVANS LACKS. 
Mr. Travers thinks Chick Evans 
would be almost unbeatable among 


amateurs if he could putt as well as 
he plays other shots. 

“During the last championship at 
Garden City I watched Evans prac- 
tice one morning.” continues Mr. 
Travers. “I watched with some envy 
the very fine way he drove a dozen 
perfectly hit balls from the tee, 
straight down the course. Then I 
saw him station his caddie 150 yards 
away and play twenty-five iron shots 
in succession within six feet of where 
that boy stood. Shot after shot left 
the club on a perfect line and at per- 
fect height, dropping within easy 
reach of the caddie’s hand. There 
wasn't another golfer in the tourna- 
ment who could have approached this 
work. It was almost miraculous. 

‘‘And then a few minutes later on, 
I saw him putting, and I knew then 
that he still had a lot of trouble 
ahead of him, for even in practice it 
was easy to see that this one shot was 


still denied him. He lacked the con- 
fident bearing, and the easy pendu- 


lum swing with the right follow 
through had not yet come. And yet, 
before anyone blames Evans for this, 
it should be remembered that the 
game fault belohgs to Harry Vardon, 
the great English professional, who 
in other respects is far and away the 
grandest golfer of all time. If Var- 
don’s putting was up to the rest of 
his game. he could give any golfer 
alive four strokes and romp home in 
front. If Evans could putt lik Wal- 
ter J. Travis it would be fooiish to 
stage an amateur championship in 
this country. The result would be 
written down in advance. | 
OUIMET’S PUTTING IS GREAT. 
“Francis Oulmet, America’s young 
open champion, did very fine work at 
Brookline last fall with wood and 
iron. But with these he was certainly 


no better than Vardon and Ray. He 
was not so good. But he achieved a 
feat beyond all other record inci- 
dents and sent his name spinning on 
through golf history, because when 
the time came he could thump the 
ball into the cup from =  aimost 
any angle or distance on the green. 
He was putting like champion, and 
all the wizard work of Vardon and 
Ray up to the greens couldn't offset 
the young American's ability within 
twenty feet of the cup, where he wes 
either ‘in or dead’ to the héle on his 
next shot. 

“I consider that no fluke, because 
I know that Ouimet is a very fine 
putter and one with a wonderful 
temperament for the game. He has a 
beautiful putting stroke, stands well 
over the ball, and with the necessary 
pendulum motion has a perfect fal- 
low through. ff you follow his play, 
you rarely find him short on any putt. 
His always gives the ball a chance, 
and at Brookline last fall he also 
gave several thousand a series of 
nervous shocks by the way in which 
he ran on three and four feet past 
the cup-~whenever he missed. But 
he always holed coming back, show- 
ing that his copfidence was supreme. 

“When I met Ou.met for the first 
time at Garden City in the 1913 
championship, I had not formed any 
opinion as to the work I had ahead 
until I saw him make his first putt. 


Then I knew that I had my work, 


eut out, for this part of his game im- 
pressed me at once, and I knew what 
it meant to meet a high-class putter 
in match play. He soor began drop- 
ping eighth, ten and twelve footers, 
and I had all I could do to stay with 
him. In fact, at the end of twen-y- 
five holes I was one down with a 
good chance of losing the twenty- 
sixth until I managed to stick a long 
iron shot up and go down in one 
putt. 
NEW ANGLE OF THE GAME. 


“There is a new angle in tnis con- 
nection that I should like to bring 
out. We all know that there is less 
of the ‘physical and more of the 
psychological in putting than in any

“The answer is obvious: By prac- 
ticing, and practicing only in the 
right way. You see golfers standing 
on a tee practicing driving for an 
hour or so at a time or putting the 
ceme time into iron shots. And then 
perhaps they will practice putting ten 
er fifteen minutes. When I started 


putting as I did with all other clubs 
put together. I wonked for hours 
at a time—worked, worked and 
worked unt!! I obtained confidence in 
my club. I have frequently prac- 
ticed putting all the morning and 
then have gone out to play in the 
afternoon when I had the day off for 
play. 
“But at the same time one must 
practice intelligently. Routine prac- 
tice without giving any thought to the 
shot will not help nearly so much. 

“To become a good putter I believe 
that a man should stand well over

The engagements in which Schulte 
went hitless were with the Sox on Oc- 
tober 12, 1906, and with the White 
Elephants on October 18, 1910, the 
pitchers who placed zeroes in Wild- 
fire’s base hit column being Nick Alt- 
rock and Jack Coombs. Schulte is the 
only player who has ever hit safely 
in every game through two succes- 
sive world's series. 

The lone athlete who has bingled 
in every contest of a six-game series 
is “Chief’’ Meyers of the Giants. He 
did this in 1911 against the Athletics. 


THREE OF ’EM. 
Players who have hit safely tn each 
game of a five-contest series are 
‘Schulte, who has done so twice, and 


Eddie Collins and Danny Murphy of 
the White Elephants. They have per- 
formed the stunt once. 

The best record for a seven-game 
series in the consecutive-hitting line 
is to get six safeties in six contests. Tom 
and Davy Jones of the Tigers and 
Hans Wagner of the Pirates hold a 
record of this kind. For an eight- 
game series the best exploit has been 
to get bingles In seven games. In 
1903 the trick was turned by four 
players—Stahl and Collins of Boston 
and Sebring and Clarke of Pittsburgh 
—and in 1912 Yerkes and Speaker of 
Boston accomplished the feat. In 
1903 Stahl got one or more hits in 
every game except the last, Collings in 
every game except the first. The men 
who annually have made the best rec- 
ords in the consecutive-hitting line in 
games for ti:: world’s title are named 
below:

BAN ON POULTRY. 


The Commissioners decreed yester- 
day that chickens shall not be kept 
any person or corporation within 
less than twenty-five feet from any 
regidence other than the one occupied 
or owned by the owner of the 
chickens. 

This ruling will apply not only to 
chickens, but to geese, ducks, turkeys, 
Pigeons, doves, squabs, or similar 
fowls or hares. 

The ordinance also restricts the 
number of fowls or rabbits which can 
be kept on a lot. Not more than fifty 
chickens, pigeons, doves, turkeys and 
hares in all can be kept on a lot, 
while only a dozen geese, ducks, 
guinea fowls and pea fowls in all may 
be kept on one Iot.

Assistant Chief Engineer Johnson 
of the Pacific Electric asserts that the 
contemplated tmprovement will . cost 
the railroad $90,000 because it will 
be necessary to lay all new tracks in 
the paved districts, the present rails 
not being suitable. The company has 
suggested that it be allowed to discon- 
tinue operating the West Second street 
and perhaps the South Garey avenue 
line, as they were not now financially 
profitable and the increasing number 
of automobiles in competition with 
the street railroads is said to be cut- 
ting into the company’s earnings. It 
is stated that the company feels it 
does not have the money to bear the 
expense of the paving, as it is im- 
possible to sell its bonds at the present 
time. If the Pacific Electric should 
abandon the lines mentioned, it will 
seriously cripple the paving con 
templeted here, because the property 
owners signed for the improvement 
with the understanding that the rail- 
road would bear its share of expense 
and that the work would cost a cer- 
tain figure and if the railroad is elim- 
inated, it will mean that the property 
owners would have to bear the added 
expense. 
Mayor Vandegrift maintains that 
the Pacific Electric should not aban- 
don its lines to get rid of the paving 
expense, that when the company ap- 
plied for and was granted its fran- 
chises, it took legitimate business 
chances of making or losing money 
and that because it feels that it is 
temporarily losing, it should not seek 
to play the ‘‘baby act” in the face of 
public improvements.

The Building Ordinance Revision 
Commiaxon held one of the most im- 
_ portant meetings in its history yester- 

day afternoon. Secretary Mark Cohn 
presented to the members the tenta- 
_tive draft of the provisions to be in- 
cluded in the proposed new building 
ordinance covering the subjects of fire 
escapes, smoke-proof towers, counter- 
Dalanced ladders attached to fire es- 
capes, exterior and interior stand- 
pipes, basement pipe inlets, automatic 
sprinkler systems and allowable floor 
for all classes of buildings. 

e subjects were given general dis- 
cussion and final action on this por- 
tion of the ordinance was set for Oc- 
tober 13. 

One of the special points of interest 
im this discusrion was that in regard 
to sprinkler systems, and the 
that shall be placed upon the size of 
the mains allowed. Chief Engtneer 
Muthollend appeared before the com- 
mission and urged that no larger than 
six-inch mains be allowed in the 
&prinkler systems. He argued that 
with the use of larger mains, in the 
case of an extensive fire they might 
reduce the pressure in the _ street 
mains to such an extent as to serious- 
ly cripple the fire department. In no 
case, he ddvised, should the sprinkler 
System mains be more than  one- 
fourth of the capacity of the main to 
which it is attached. . 

Another interesting phase was that 
4n regard to requiring counter-bal- 
anced ladders for attachment,to low- 
er fire escapes where they are located 
more than twelve feet above the 
ground, and the provisions for the 
use of what is termed the Philadel- 
phia smoke-proof towers. 

These towers are to be inclosed with 
brick, and to have no entrance from 
the interior of the building itself, but 
to be reached by balconies outside the 
building, and to contain stairways, 
whereby the persons coming out of 
the buildings onto the balconies may 
Teach the ground without being en- 
veloped in smoke or flames. The sys- 
tem has been used very successfully 
in Philadeiphia and other eastern 
cities, and is highly recommended by 
Fire Chief Eley. Chief Eley also con- 
curred with Mr. Mulholland on his 
recommendations regarding the 
sprinkler system. 

Various persons were before the 
commission to present the advantages 
of their particular sprinkler systems. 

The next important subject to be 
taken up by the commission is that of 
stairways of all classes. This will be 
taken up next week. 

The commission is now holding meet- 
ings twice a week, at 1:30 o'clock on 
Tuesday and Thursday afternoons, 
and is making good progress with the 
revision work. | 


‘TIME TO PAY. 
CITY MUST BUY BONDS. 

- Nimety thousand dollars’ worth of 
machinery ordered for the aqueduct 
power plant, and now lying useless 
' @ut In the mountain fastnesses, is un- 

paid for. The Pelton Water Wheel 
Cémpany, the sellers, have reached 
the limit of their patience, and de- 
mand their dues—or at least a sub- 
Stantial payment of about $39,000 on 
this account. 

But the power bonds to the amount 
of $6,500,000 are unsold, and that 
the only source of supply. 

To meet the imperative present de- 
mand the City Council yesterday de- 
cided to have the city itself purchase 
‘the first block of the aqueduct power 
bonds. The formalities, in the way of 
resolutions, etc., providing for the 
purchase of thirty-nine $1000 bonds, 
and payment of the accrued interest, 
from the aqueduct bonds sinking fund, 
were carried through the Council yes- 
terday. Thig will require a withdraw- 
al from the sinking fund of $39,282.79 
for the purchase of these bonds. 

There is in the sinking fund at this 
time about $450,000. The city is ad- 
vancing from the revenues secured 
a. taxation $3500 per month 
to on the aqueduct power work, 
and it has already advanced the sum 
of $116,000 for this purpose. 

The City Council recently authorized 
the engraving of $1,482,000 worth of 
the aqueduct power bonds. These have 
been signed by the city officials and 
are ready for delivery when a pur- 
chaser can be found. Under present 
conditions, the city can purchase 
bonds from the aqueduct bonds sink-

Would Change the Ordinance. 

Some months ago an ordinance was 
adopted by the City Council, provid- 
ing that only one permit for a dis- 
tillery shall be granted in this city. 
It appears that this works a direct 
hardship upon certain wineries that 
desire to use the by-products of their 
Plants in distilleries, and that they 
must violate the spirit of the ordi- 
nance if they would properly operate 
their concerns. 

This condition was presented to the 
Police Commission yesterday and it 
decided to request the Council to 
amend the ordinance, so that all 
wineries shall have the right to oper- 
ate distilleries, or else repeal the en- 
tire ordinance. 

Street Opening Project.

Neces- 
sary for a majority is 62,275 fret, 
while on the petition presented there 
are 45,061 feet of frontage repre- 
sented. 


That Smoke Nuisance. 


One serious objection has been 
found to the new location of the pub- 
lic library, in that it is subject to the 
smoke nuisance.
